McCollister, chairman of the 
military affairs committee, said a 
constitutional amendment he pro- 
poses would accomplish this end. 
It would make the veteran re- 
sponsible for tax purposes only 
for his paid equity in a home 
purchagéd through the depart- 
ment of veteran’s welfare. 

; Ruled Mlegal 
When the veterans’ program 








was inaugurated in 1924, such 
property was totally exempt un- 
der the theory it was state own- 
ed. Former Attorney. General 
Robert Kenny ruled the exemp- 
tion was illegal. 


The 1947 legislature passed a 
statute that the veteran should 
pay taxes only on his paid equi- 
ty. The issue was carried to the 
state supreme court which ruled 
it out. . 

He explained that the ruling 
threw out of balance the. basis 
for figuring the ability of veter- 
ans to pay off loans. He added: 

“Monthly payments were in- 
creased from $10 to $15, This
